Bctimidt for the murder of Mrs. Green- 
wood on a ranch near Vnllejo in Feb- 
ruary, 1891, was resumed today. 


CaptfE:' Greenwood, husband of the 


murdered woman, wan put on the wit- 
nesa stand nnd told the story ol the crime 
substantially as follows: 


It vtas about dusk, and I was woiking 


near my house, my wife having diiven 
to the house of a friend. I saw two men 
approach, one of whom wee Schmidt; 
they said they wanted something lo eat. 
I told them to go up the road a mile 
where meals were sold. Oto of them, a 
dark mall who wae Schmidt's compan- 
ion said: "\Vo want money." kach 
presented pistols to my head, and I 
told them I only had !f2. Then they 
pushed mo into the kitchen, tied me 
and drugged me. Just then my wife 
came. Blio got out of tbe buggy and the 
dark man opened the door, brought her 
in and placed her in a ohalr by mo, de- 
manding money. She said there was 
only *2.50 in the house. The dark man 
thon led her into the bedroom, closing 
the door, Sjhmidt all the time standing 
guard over me. Schmidt opened tho 
door when I saw tho dark man with his 
arm around my wife's beau, forcing 
something down her throat from a hot- 
tin. Ton minutes later tho dark man 
came in where I was and made a gag. i 
They led mo into tho front hall put 
where my v,-ifo waE lying on the bed, nnd 
I hoard a rattling in her throat nod 
thought she was dying. They placed 
me on the ttoor and tied my feet 
and

I dragged myself where my wife 


was'and tried to attract her attention, 
but lost consciousness.

Tho men then lett and about 
daylight I managed to work my way to 
tho bed where my wife lay. 1 kissed her 
and thought her dead, as her lips were 
cold.

inbjeetB of the deliberation of tho city 
council toulght.

The city authorities have become tired

City Olerk Dennett baa ceased tele- 


graphing to Hayes & Sous or answering 
their telegrams.

It IB a streeteweep- 
ing machine alter an entirely origins) 
idea. 


The old atylo of sweeper used in San 


Francisco and elsewhere sweeps tho dirt 
into a winrow on one side of tbe street 
and leaves it. This dirt is afterward 
swept by hand info little heaps and 
waits until a man with a wagon and 
shovel ecoopa it np and hauls it away. 


The Donahoo sweeper has a revolving 


brush at the tail of the wagon and re- 
volving elevators which carry tho dirt 
into a receptacle in the sweeper. When 
the sweeper is loaded it is driven >to a 
vacant lot where the dirt is dumped off. 
All the work is done by one maa, the 
driver of the machine, and tbu cost of 
street sweeping is thus reduced nearly 
two-third8 trom tho cost by the old sys- 
tem. 


One of theso machines lias been pur- 


chastd by Contractor Walton and has 
been working on the paved streets for 
tbe past tew days. It sweeps tbe pave- 
ment us clean as a well kept kitchen 
floor and does not allow a particle of 
dftt to escape. M. D. Kenncson, Mr. 
Donahoo's partner, U hero superintend- 
ing the work.

Imnc: long enough for the meat to be- 
come entirely cold all the way through.' 
For barreled pork tho brine should be 
as salt na it can be made—so ntrong that 
there will always bo suit undissolved in 
tho barrel. Cat into piccesof convenient 
size nnd pack thmii in rings ou their 
edges. Fill all interstices nml cover ench 
layer of meat with wilt. Then pour in 
all the strong brine the barrel will hold 
mid keep it filled. For sido bacon tho 
tianal plan ia first to rnb ench piece with 
salt and then pack nkiti side down on ft 
platform covered with salt. As soon as 
one layer is dowii cover it with salt anil 
put another on it and HO proceed, piling 
it up as hif.li n» convenient. Overhaul, 
rub and repack it from three to four 
times, until it ifl well salted through. 
Tbe time it must remain will depend on 
tho thickness of tho moat nnd the tem- 
perature of tho pjidring place. In ex- 
tremely cold weather a ttiird longer time 
Taay bo required.
